| The foundation of this Law. of Loyaltic,is laid 
in the conſcience ofa Chriftian man, not becauſe 
of wrath onely, but for conſcience ſake. The illation 
following on the premiſes, is my Text, The pro- 
poſition wherof'is :ndefinite, & equinalent to an v- | 
niuerſal; They that reſiſt, all they ſhall receine iudge- & |

ment. It any aske, what is the Extent of this po- 
wer,which God giucth to his annointed ſcruants 
the Kings & Princes of the earth; let them learne 
| of /7acl, who rendred this Allegeance to Joſbus : 
Althat thou haſt commaunded vs, we will do, and 
| whither-ſocucr thow ſendeſt vs, wee will gee : as wee 
obeyed Moſes in all things , ſo will we obey thee :0n- 
ly tbe Lord thy God be with thee,as he was with 1Mo- 
ſes, lsſþ-1.16.17. Sofarre then, as GOD is with 
our Princes, and that their commaunds, bee no 
preiudicetothe ſuperior ordinances of God : e- 
uery ſoule doth owe them ſubmiſſion , and muſt

Our gratiousſoueraigne King, reading inthe 
bloudy practiſes ofhis rebel-Popiſh-ſubie&s he 
danger of his owne royall perſon,8 of his hope» 
full poſteritic, hath with the moſt honourable 


Allegeance (which is now tendered to vsofhis 
Cleargie of this Dioceſfe) to diftinguiſh berwixr 
bs 1/raclites and his Ephraimites, betweene his 
faithfull, louing, and peaccable Proteſtants, and 
the tumultuous, faQious, and Popiſh Incendia- 
ries, who defire.to ſce our /erafa/em turned to 
duftand aſhes. This Oath wil ſhew him who hath | 
meſt diſciples in his kiugdome: this Paul our A- 
poſtle that raugttt the Romans, emis anima, let e- 
very ſouleſubmir z or Fas/the fift' thatnow tea- 
cheth the Romans , and all his Romifſh Catholiques,” 


| Parliament deuiſed aShiboleth, euenthis oath of| 


the Contradicorieto his doarine, Non 9277s 4- 
#ima, \et not euery ſoule be ſo obliged. I wonder 
| at Burgeſe of Rowe,that being ſo oppoſite to Saint 
_ | Paul, he would vſurpe his name, at his inveſtiture 

|in the Papacie, except hee meantto ſet Paula- 
gainſt Pa/# , Romans againſt Romans, his Brenes a- 
gainſt Saint Pawles Epiſtles ; our Apoſtle caft off 
a name vpon his conuerſion,thatwould become| 
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his Holinefſe of Rezze much better. 

Burt concerningthe power of Secalar Princes, 
by this Paw/ the fifr,and.his vfurping Predeceſſors 
ſtrangely reſtrained ro:make their peace with S. 
Paul , they doe thus vnderſtand my Text; They 
that refit; that is, They of the Laity that reſiſt: for 
faith their Glofſe, Ecclefiaſticall perſons, and 
Ecclefiaſticall cauſes arecxempr. 
 - !Thequarretlis welknowne between the Pope, 
andthe State of Fenrce,for their iudiciall proceſſe 
purſued. tothe execution, and death of a fowle 
malcfaQoroftheir Cleargie, and the Pope (if he 
bad been-firong enough to reuenge ſuch a quar- 
rel!) would:haue made-it knowne much berter. 
Therefore-it concerneth his moſt excellent Ma- 
ieſty , to. vnderſtand how his Cleargie affe&t his 
gouernement, and whatſubicCion and Allege- 
ance they willperforme to him : which ſhall dif- 
couer, whether we follow the example of the old 
Romans, whoin their purer, and Primitive times 
gaur onto Ceſar that which was Ce/ars,or whether |

pum. libr.1 laying; Nif forte (quemaedmodum non- 
#ulli corum ſane imperitiſcimi-intelligere ſolent ) de 
honoribus Eccleftaſticis aittam eſſe velint; wi'glals- 
us intelligatur vindifla fpiritualis * cum proniden-) 
Hiffrmns Apoſtolns ſatis aperiat quid loquaturdicens, 
propter hoc tribute praftiatis; Valeſſe perchance(as| 
ſome moſt fooliſhly-yrewonrrointerpretctheſe 
words) they! would: vnderſtand Saint Paw, as 
ſpeaking of Ecclefiafticallpowers;, that by the 
Sword'is' meant''Excemmunicarion :' 'whereas 
the Apoſtle wiſely prouided; to-preuentany.ſuch 
interpreration;y andexprefſeth-himſclfe plainely, 
when hee ſayth, For this cauſe pay youtribate; and 
Tribute is-not due butto Secular powers.

the corretion of mens liues, and the defending 
of them from aduerſitie , be:ring the- Image of 
God, that one ſhould fit abone tkereſt, 

And Theophilat (as for the molt parthe doth) 
followerh Saint Chry/offome, inthe interpretati- 
on of this Text, ſaying; Ynuer/os erudit, ur 
Sacerdos [it ille , fine Monachus , fiue Apoſtolus , vi 
ſeprincipibas ſubdant. 

Hee teacheth all ſorts ofmen, whether he be 
Prieſt, Monke, or Apoſtle, hee muſtſubmitte 
himſeife to his Soucraigne Prince . And the ho- 
lie Apoſtle Saint Peter whom the Roman Ylurpers 
boaſt to ſucceede, taught theſame generall do. 
rine, 1.Pet.2.1 3c. Submit your ſelnes to all ma- 
ner ordinance of man, forthe Lords ſake, whether 
rothe King as ſuperiour , or unto gouernonrs as ſent 
of him, &c. for ſo is the will of God. 

Saint Gregory the great who fate Biſhop of 
Rome (ixe hundred yeares aftcr our Lord and Sa- 

-ujiour Chriſt, knew no other, nor taught none 

other doGtrine: for hereof,his.Epiſiles giue good 

witneſle. . 

Mauritius the Emperour had made a De- 
'cree, Thatno olde Souldiers ſhould be adwit- 
ted or receiucd into-anie of the Monafteries, 
becauſe hee perceiued that many of them vſed 
this as a ſhift to ſhunne and eſcape from going 
| to the warres , and hee was thereby likely to bee| 

the worſe ſerued : ſuch power had that Chriſtian 
Emperour to. decree in matters concerning the 
Church, and Grezorze then Biſhoppe of Rome, 
B 3 gricued! 
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| grieued at this conſtitution of the Emperor, did 
not conuent the Emperour to his Confiſtorie, 
drew not our againſt him the ſword of Excom- 
munication , did not menace him with interdi- 
&ion, deprivation, or any other ſhew of Papall 
juriſdiction , but as an humble and duetifulL{ub- 
ie&, addreſſed to him his earneſt petition, by an 


as ifit became him ill ro conteſt with his Soue- 
raigne, hcebringeth in Chriſt Ieſus, thus expo- 
ſtulating with him. Ego#e de notario comttemex- 
cubitorum, ac comite Ceſarem de Ceſare imperato- 
rem , &patrem imperatirum feci : Ina word, I 


(haue aduaunced thee from lowe to high degree ;' 


| Sacerdotes meos tue mann commiſj , I hauc ginen 
\thee charge and gouernement of my Prieſts , Re- 
giſtr. lib.z.epiſt.61. 

And to make his ſuite more poſſible, he wrote 
an earneſt Letter to Theedorus the Emperours 
Phyſician, to intreate him,who might beſt chuſe 
an opportune time, to ſollicite this requeſt, in 
which he eomplayneth, ſaying ; Epift. 64. Yalde 
rerus durum videtur , vt ab tins ſeruitio milites pro- 
hibeat, qui dominari illum, non ſolum militibus, ſed 
etiam Sacerdotibus conceſ{tt. It ſeemeth hard to 


only Souldiers, bur Pcieſts alſo, ſhould reftraine 
Souldiers from doing ſeruice to that GOD : So 
making Theodorus his competitor ro the Empe- 

rour, for repeale of that Law. 
But this Gregorie the firſt of that name; = ſo 
arre 


Epiſtle, wherein he pleadeth for the Church,and| 


mee, that hee whom God hath made to rule,not| 
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farre from the preſent Antichriſtian pride of his 

ſucceſſor,as that he would not ſuffer the Title of 
Oecumenicall Biſhop to be put vpen him zherc- 

in following Pe/agius his moſt worthy p. edecel- 

ſour. He writ an angry reprehenſion to Eulogins, 

Patriarch of A/exanad ia, for ſtiling him Yriner- 
fall Biſhop, in an Epiſtle ſent to him: And when 
John Patriarch of Coyſtantinople,had vſurped that 

ticle,he wrot to him to rebuke him for it. And to 
Mauritius the Emperour, whoſe loue to him and 

the Church could haue affoorded him ſo hono- 

rableatitle,he ſaid, whoſoeuer aſſameth to him- 

ſelfe, or adinitteth of any ſuch title , E/atioze ſus 

Antichriſtam precurrit, he doth fore-runne Anti- 

chriſtin his pride. He calleth that title , Nefan- 
aum,(tultum, ſuperbum vocabulum, a wicked, foo- 
liſh,and proud title. He faith that the counſel of 
Calcedon offered it to his predeceſſors, to beeſo 
Riled, /ed tamennullus fibi hoc temerarium nomen 
arripuit : none of them took this raſhand incon- 

ſideratename vpon him. 

He would haue ſtaid the pride of that Roman 
See at the firſt: for when in reſpeR ofth2 Empire 
ſeated at Rome, the chamber of that great Monar- 
chie,there was giuen the firſt place in Couneels 
to the Biſhop of Rome: the next ambition was to 
be chiefe Biſhop : and then tobe vniuerſall ouer | 
all the Church , as Hart ſaith, the Pope cannot 
be non reſident, for all the world is his Djoceſle. 
and what was then left, butto intrude-vpon the 
rights of temporall Princes, as in ſucceeding 
times 
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times they did,and at this day doe ? Bur we heare 
God promifing, Kings ſhall be thy wrfing fathers, 


but name, becauſe we haue them fully preſſed by 
moſt learned and iudicious Diuines , which ex- 
preſſe the power of Princes ouer the Church. 

| Firſt, their innention of generallCounſclls fo 
Pighiss himſelfe confeſleth , Conſtentinus primns 
auth 'r fuit conuocand; generalia conſilia : Conſtan- 
tize was the firſt who deuiſed to aſſemble general! 
Counſells, but the power heereofwas by GOD 


ted the making and vſing of thetwo filuer Trum- 
pers, and from him deriucd to all Princes and 
States imperiall. And the Church ſtorie ſince 
Chriſt maketh ir plaine, how Emperours'and 
- {Kings in their ſeuerall dominions, hauc both cal- 
led Counſells, and fate Preſidents, to order the 
mecting, to cenſure and puniſh offendours, to 
wy them to the point that would digreſſe, and 
in their abſence to depure ſecular Iudges in their 
places, and at laſt to diffolue their meeting at 
their pleaſure. Yea ſometimes the great Biſhop 
of Rome hath made requeſt to the Emperour , as 
'Teoifor example , for the calling a Counſell in 7- 
talie, and prevailed nor . And laſtly, the Canons 
of Counſells were by the imperiall power rarifi- 
ed, and without that ſoucraigne approbation 
had noſtrength.

after mature aduice, hee reſolued vpon the truth 
of Doarine, and inthe preſence of allthe AC: 
ſembly , hee tore'in peeces all the reſt : and this 
cruth he did not meaſure by the depth of his own 
iudgement, bur by cemparifen with that Canon 
of Faith, which both hely Scriptures, andfor- 


'this was manurrer mcerely Eccleſiafticall. And 


pur Land, when Popery paſſed for truereligion, 
in thereigne of King Hexry the ſecend, had this 
Proceſfe, fremthe Archdeacon, tothe Biſhop 
of the Disceſle, from the Biſhop ofthe Dioceſle 
tothe Archbifhoppe-of the Prouince , and from 
himto the King which was the finall hearing and 


therprouocation;burto teaveall ro God. Thete- 
forewe-Jerermine, that our Cauſes and our Per-

How many Princes of the :earth would 
haue put vp ſuch an attempt as the Gunpowder 
treaſon was,yith ſuch patience? Might not Chri-. 
ſtian Princes haue thought his anger iuſt,if ithad 
drawne his Sword againſt all of that Religion,till 
|noneof rhem had beeneleft, and ithad beeneno 
morethen the equitie of my Text, for they that 
hs mult recciue judgement heere , by iuſt Ma- 
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etus : Thy King cammeth to thee meeke,and gra- 


giſtrates,| 
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giſtrates, who beare not the Sword inwvaine, and 
heereafter damnation, by the Sentence of the 
great Indge of Quicke and Dead. The //rae/ites 
thought this Sentence iuſt ; for thus they ſay to 
Doſhus ; whoſoeatr will rebell againſt thy Commann- 
dements, let him be put to death : And God gauea 
fearefull example hereof in the rebellion of Co- 
rah, The reaſon is giuen by the Almightie him-

Might not Chri- 
tian Princes have thought his anger iuſt, if ithad 
drawne his Sword againſt all of that Religion,till 
jnone.of them had beene left, and ithad beene no 
morethen the equitie of my Text, for they that 
reſiſt muſt recceiue iudgementheere , by iuſt Ma- 
| giſtrares, 
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giſtrates, who beare not the Sword inwvaine, and 
heereafter damnation, by the Sentence of the 
great Iudge of Quicke and Dead. The //rac/ites 
thought this Sentence iuſt ; for thus they ſay to 
Doſhus ; whoſoeatr will rebell againſt thy Commann- 
dements, let him be put to death : And God gauea 
fearefull example hereof in the rebellion of Co- 
rah, The reaſon is giuen by the Almightie him- 
ſelfe inthis caſe of oppoſition to ſoucraigne do- 
minion,why he taketh it ſo te heart: For hee ſaid 
to Samuel, They haue net caſt thee away , but they 
haue caſÞ me eway,that Iſhould not reigne ouer them.

|perſonto haue liberty to vie his owne forme and 
faſbion.

Others keepe ftate,they are willing ſometimes 
to cate, but they are loath totake'the paines to 
Core, and eate : They lookeſtothauc ir brought 
home to their owne houſes . This will one _- 
be iudged, roo much keeping of ſtate : And,if 
God make ſtrange, to admir them to his Eter- 
nall houſe, ro eate with Abraham, 1ſazc, and 14- 
cob there, they may thapke their owne idleneſſc 
and pride for it. Me thinks that this eating ſhould 
bea good reward of their comming-ſo tzrre , as 
to Chureh, and it ſhould be no diſhonour to a- 
ny perſon on carth,to be ſcene often,atthe houſe 
of God.

Againe, theſe Aduentu- 
rers deſerue our charity , more then others, be- 
cauſe they ſecke their owne poore means of bet-

And to Zebulun, that is, to the Sea-men 
themſclues; it is moſt neceſſarie, that they haue 
the holic and deuout prayers of the Seruants of 
God ; the paines, the vnreſt, the wants, the dan- 
gers that Gp endure, arc infinite; ſo that of all 


riouſly admeniſhed to prepare themſelues for 
death, then theſe men . I doenot ſpeakethis, as 
| thoughall were ſo well with vs afhoare, cthathere 


it is little berter then a deſperate aduenturing 
of ones ſelfe togoe to Sea: they feare the cloſet 
| neſſe of the Cabbins,, the infeQious ayre of the 
{ ſhippe, the danger of drowning , they ſceno| 
neceſſitic to enforce this hazard . To ſuch 1 ſay, 
and I ſpeake with gricfe of hearrt,to ſce the iudge- 
ments of God vpon our Land, eucn inthe com-| 
pafſeofa fewyeares. For, did not ourlaſt grear 
plague teach vs, that the openayre of the Coun- 
trey;, breathed no more health in her Inhabi- 
rants, then the cloſe Cabbins in a ſhippe, or the 
thicke-ſcrhouſes in our greateſt Cittie 2 Did nor 
the great floudes in diuerſe partes of our Land 
ſhew them , that dare nor goeto Seca, for feare 
of drowning, how God can bring home the Sea 


to-Our houſes, and drowne vs in ourbeds > Did 
| not | 
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notthe great Froſt, which paued our waters, as 
the :ſtreetcs of our great Citrie, teach vs , that 
God can as well puniſh vs with too little warer, 
as roo much. And did nortthe great dearth ſuc- 
ceeding, in which wee felt the hardneſſe of mens 
hearts, not yet thawed, butkeeping in prouiſion 
of corne, till the poore bring foorth their curſes 
vpon them, which God in Heauen heareth and 
ratifieth? Doth not this teach vs , that our Land, 
as plentifull as it is , and though irſeeme ſurchar- 
ged with ſtore, that itſenderth much away, yer 
it may necdethe helpe of other Countries , to 
ſupply her wants, and to putbread in the mouths 
of her children, To'this purpoſe, let Zebalun 
weigh Anchore, and ſet-Saile; and God giuc 


kim joy in his going our, and hisreturne, 


Rejoyce, O Zebulun, in thy goings out.

20. Then God createdrthe great whales. 

Dauid ſaith, There is Leutathan, who taketh his 
paſtime therein. Tob ſaith of him, In earth there is 
none like him,his iaws are like to. doores, his [cales 


ro ſbields, and the Seais ſaid to boyle like a pot about 
him. For the vſe of this aboundance of the Sea, 
Moſes ſheweth., that God appoynted man to be | 
the Lord ouerit : Let vs makeman, and let him 


| rule over the filb of the Sea. Yeathole great whales 


(by vertue of this dominion) are ſubie& vnto 


| man,and he maketh them his prey, 


This abundance of the Sea was created for the 
_ of man. It hath beene an auncient practiſe 
4 1n | 
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inthe Church to diet her children, appoynting 
ſome dayes for cating of fiſh, and forbidding the 
vſe offleth in thoſe dayes. 

The reaſons heereof in medicine, Iam more 
ready to learne,then to teach, But becauſe Gods 
workes are ſeenc on the Seas, and his wonders in 
the deep waters,and that our Sea-fiſh doth come 
with more aduenture of the fiſher-man, and with 
more ſecneprouidence of God, when men fiſh 
for an vnſeene prey : therefore euen rhis dict ad- 
uiſerh vs, to value the creature more, and to ho- 
{ nour the bountifull -giucr thereof varo' vs . For 
Abrahams (eruant to fetch in.a Calfe from the 
ftalles. 7eacob to bring a Kid from the fold; E/as 
| ſome veniſon from the field : this doeth not ſo 
much expreſſe how God. filleth vs withplente- 
ouſneſle, as doth the vaſcene prey, which rhe 
fiſher-man bringeth from Sea : therefore they 
may ſay with 7eacob meft fitly and properly, Oene- 
ſis 27.20. Becauſe the Lord my God brought it ts my 
hand. Thus our meate may make vs meditate on 
the good prouidence of God , So, whether wee 
cate or drinke, or whatſoener we doe e!ſe,weſhalltake 
continnall occaſion to glerific eur God. 


Some hane made queſtion, which is richeſt; 
the Land , or the Sea ? we reade ofa bleffing of 
abuncace giuen tothe great waters,God doth all 
abundantly ; but this ſea-aduenture is knowne to 
vs but generally , and but little of it (in compari- 
ſon) is yer diſcouered ro men, the abundance of 
the earth is much more in fight « All Seriptures 
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docteſtific that God is plenteons : aboundant in 
goodnefle and in truth : he filleth the hungry with 
goodthings. Hee filletheuery living thing with 
plenteoutneſſe: he gaue Manna to J/rael, till they 
ccied out vpon it, they were wearie of that light 
meate, and hce.gaue them fleſh ill iccame out 
againeat their noſthrills. 

It is noted in the Sonne of this God, liuing on 
carth, that in the miracles which he wrought, he 
did worke more abundantly in the quantirie, and 
in qualitie made all things very good. No better 
wine could be, then that at the Marriage in Cans 
of Galile, and hee cauſed the meaſures to be filled 
wp to the brimme. 

Hee turned the fiue Loaues,and two Fiſhes;at 
another time, the ſcuen Loaues, anda fewlirtle 
Fiſhes into ſo plentifulla prouifton , that multi- 
tudes were ſufficed, and great remaines of the 
broken meate lefr , even more then the firſt pro- 

{ portion, when they fare downeto cate. 

And not on earth onelic did he performe this 
plenty, but to ſhew his power, cucn in the great 
waters, hee comming to ſome of his Diſciples 
when they were fithing, cemmaunded Peter to 
- eaſthis nerinto the Sea, and Petey doing it vpon 
his word, contrary to the rules of fiſhing : there 
a was ſo great 2 draught of fiſh, that the nets 

Thus hath God 
ſowne the greatand boiſterous element of wa-

dance, by commerce and importation ofcom- 


This tribe of Zcbal/un is the Merchant and Ma- 
riner, his goods and life are aduentured to ferch 
in this forraine abundance, theſe tranſplane the 
plentic of other Nations into their owne Land, 
and bring home abundance. 

VVho can, diſccine that our Land doth want 
the two rich commodiriesof Wine and Oile,and 
the fruits of neighbour-nations. 

Great is the diſtance of thoſe Indies, which 
furniſh vs with Spices ofall ſorts, yer our ſhips 
ſemi-circle the world, going and rerurning rich 
fraights of thoſe commodities: all this is the 4- 
bundance of the Seas. 

And wee inhabiting theſe Countries of Great 
Britaine and Jreland, being landers, and lying 
in the Sea, as Tyrus ſometimes did,do much de- 
pend ypon the Scas, for our ſtore of many necel- 
aries. This moat which the hand of God hath 
digged about our Lands, this girdle of grear wa- 
ters , wherewith hec hath ſurrounded vs, doeth | 
bring vs alſo abundance of ſtrength, that we may | 
fay ofour God, hee husbanderh and rillerh the | 
Seas for our vſe, for our profit, for our pleaſure, | 
and for our defence, And1 hope there is none a- | 
mongeſt vs, ſo vathankefull, but he will confefle, 
K 3 that 
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thatas the wiſedome and power of the Almigh- 
tie: cuenſo, the gracious prouidence of God, 
is, That Spirit which mooneth vpon Our waters : fo 
greatisthe extent of mans domination, not li- 
mited en thedric groiig,but ſpread on the deeps. 

Theywho take vſe of theſe benefits of God,and 
caſte of the abundance of the Sea, muſt either ad- 
venture their perſons, or their goods, to fetch in 
this plenty there will be expeQzd from them, ve- 


| ry greatinduſtrie. This carth on which wee live 


without culture, and much paines of the Hul- _ 
band-man , yecldeth nothing bur the curſe of 


| weedes, and great is his traucll that diggeth or 


ploweth vp rhe farrows thereof. 

The Sea-man taſtcth of the abundance of the 
Sea, but he earneth it with much lofle of hisreſt, 
with many fearcfull conflicts with winde and wa- 
ter, and oftentimes, with the preſent horrour &-| 


| uen of viſible death. 


So neither Land nor Sea feedeth the idle,both 
of them ſay nay to ſuch,as would eatc,and would | 
not worke, | 

| Yertherc isa worke, and trauell tofetch in by | 
Sea tranſmarine abundance, and this is much 
in vie now: itis by Sca-theeuing and piracie, {l/s 
robar & es triplex : Surely their hearts are more 
hard then Adamant , who trauelling in the con- 
tinual fight ofdeath,and hell. Daxid faith of their 
Sea-toſles vp to heauen,and downe to hell; the Sea 
opening vpon them like a grauc, and their ſhips 
ſecming to them but Ceffins, in which uy goe: 

owne 
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downe quicke into thedeepes : who hauing in 
continuail ſight, not the ordinary works of God, 
bur his wonders : and ſeeing the right hand of 
God armed againſt chem, yer doe notfeare to 
dare the Almighty with their profeſtrebellions, 
both againſt God , who hath giuen a contrarie 
| law, and againſt their neighbors, whole liues.and 
| goods, thou oughreſt, by the law of true charitie: 
'ro tender, and preſerue to the benefit of their bre- 
'thren, as carcfu!lly, as rheir owneto their proper 
vic: and againſtthe mercitull loane of the crea- 
eures, the Sca, and windes, and ſhipping lent ro 
vs by our Maker, to make vs more able to dee 
him ſeruice,. and to be more comfortable oneto 
another. Theſe gather in the abundance of the 
Seas, and ingrcoſſe the gatherings of their bre- 
thren, bought with the dearhazard of their lives, 
and with many forrowfull ſufferings. 
Lermedcliuer my opinion and thoughrs con- 
cerning theſe men, as IT hold no life on earththar 
hath liberty,ſo ful of gall,as is the Sea-mans, nor 
any goods more dearly bought then whathe fer- 
cheth from far:ſo Ihold no theft ſo: miſchicuous, 
as to rob him, to ftrip him out of the ftuirs of his 
great labours, to take his viftualls fromhim, and 
to ſpoile him of his munition: itis all life blood, 
that is fotaken away, and no robber can deſerue 
more ſeveritie of iuſtice, then the pirate dorh. In| 
this woorld I may ſafely, andI iuſtly doe wiſh ir; 
Let there be iudgement withcut mercy to him that 
(beweth nomerctie.. Therefore let Almightic God | 
and 
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and man puniſh ſuch in this world, that God may 
ſaue their ſoules in the worid to come. 
The ſecond. 

: Hiddey, Tn the next place wee conſidered, 
that God hath bur:ed treaſures inthe Sands: And 
no doubt bur Sea and Land haue yer a plentifull 
ſtore of riches vndiſcouered to man : Some maay 
aske, werenot all theſe things created for the vſe 
of man? hew is it then that man hath them not? 

To this our anſwer is, that God isnor pleaſed 
co let vs hane all thoſe things in ſight, both out 
our of his iuſtice,and out of his wiſedome. 

For the juſtice of God heerein we may beheld 
the ſtrength of {dams curſe vpon his poſteritie : 
Thos ſhalt eate thy bread in the ſweate of thy face : 
God will put man to the paine,to ſeck out for this 


treaſure : he loueth not that man ſhould eate the 


bread of idleneſſe ; labour may be called Sacra- 
mentum maledictionis humane,cuen the ſacramen- 
tall ſigne of maus curſe; ir purteth vs in minde of 
our ſinne, and ſtill calleth vpon vs to take heede, 
leſt ome worſe thing fallout againſh vs. 


Man (faith the Prophet) goeth forth to worke, 


and to his labour til the enening : the Sea-man doth 


| hold ir eur often from morning to morning, hee. 
cannorcall thenight his ſleeping time, but in the 


worft of weather', when all aſhoare hide them- 
ſclues from the furie of a forme, hee muſt beare 
the vielenceand rage thereof,in the darkeſt nighe 
he muſt ſay to his eyes, cloſe nor, and te the rem- 
ples ofhis head, take you no reſt. ' 


Thus 
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hiding theſe treaſures out of fight, ro putvs to 
paines to fiade them: and how many be there of 
our brethren , who haue put their lives and their 
little All, that they baue, into one aduenture, in 
one Bottome, caſting all vpon the prouidence of 
God,to trauel his paths in the Seas,and to ſearch 
forren Sands for theſe hidden treaſures. 

O that we were wiſe to vnderftand this! and to 
behold the riches of the mercic and loue of God 
eo vs;he hath hid our temporal treaſures,but hath 
opencd to vs our ſpiritual riches, the treaſures of 
grace are not kept vnder locke & key,the lightof 
his countenance is not hid vnderabufhell : Hee 


Thus hath the juſtice of God ſet manaworke, [ 


ſpake the word,er ther were multitudes of Preachers: 
he hath giuen vs his word, wverbum faciens, in our 
creation, amaking word, verbum loquens , inthe 
mouth ofall his Prophets, which hauebcen ſince 
che world began,a ſpeaking word:verbum fattam 
a word made for vs,euen his Son,7eſ#s Chriſt ma- 
[nifefted in the fleſh:verburs ſcript,a word writt] 
for vs,which he bath left to his church.Nertheyr is 
|:t beyond the ſeas,that we ſhould ſay, who ſhall goe 0- 
wer the Sea for 5,and bring it tows, and cauſe vs to 
heare it,that we may do it .But the word is very neere 
into thee,enen in thy mouth and in thy hart to do it. 
And.Chriſt bids , Search the Scriptures, for #n th? 
you thinke to hane eternall life . The ward that is 
nearetovslertvs ſearch, the moſt feare we haue, 
is, ofthe word brought from farre, and of religi- 
on that is imported in ſtrangers Bottoms.

God is a great hider, for cuen in ſpirituall fa- 
uors, our faith beholdeth many things vnſecne : 
and we ſee in Anigmate, ina darke ſaying , and 
weeknow butin part, There is a great meaſure 
of loning kindneſle , which God bath laied vp for 
' them that feare him,beſide that which he hath doxe 
' before the ſannes ef men , Bur where are the trea- 
ſures here mentioned?

that hee wonld gine him all that (ayled with him: 
yet the ſame S. Pax did require, that they that 
could ſwimme ſhould caft themſelues into the 
ſea, and eſeape ſo: others, ſhould lay hold on 
boords and broken peeces of the ſhip; ſo truſting 
vpon the promiſe of God that they did negle& 
no meanes of ſafcty.

It is recorded of Sveretes, that whereas he re- 
cciued great rewards of his Schollers, for his rea-' 
ding to them, CMeſchines apoore Auditor of his 
hauing nothing to giue him,ſaid; 2v9dwvnun be 
beo,meipſum tibi deno, quiplus dederunt , fibi reli- 
querunt plus. Hauing nething elſe to giue thee in 
reward , I beſtow my ſelfe vpon thee; they that 
haue giuen thee more, haue left theſelues more: 
and he did this to his owne great aduantage: for 
Socrates tookeiit ſokindly, that he anſwered him: 
Habebs curam, vt te tibi reddam meliorem quans 
acceps. I wilhaue a care to reſtore thee to thy ſelfe 
better then receiued thee, Our Godrequireth, 
faying , My ſonne, gluc me thy heart . And Days 
ſaith , Thow ſbalt make me to vnderſtend wiſtdome

Yetit ſeemerh that men multiplied exceeding- 
ly,& it was very long before theart of Vawigation 
was in any vic; for moſt writers do agreegthat the 
Arke of N oah was the firit flotie veſſel}, that euer 
was made, &avery auncient Grecke author that 
writeth theTeſtaments of the Patriarchs affirmes, 
that Zebulun the Sonne of olde 1/rael,was the firſt 
thar ever deviſed, eirher to ſet maſtes aboord, or 
to ſpreade ſailes : whoſoeuer hee were thar firſt | 
aduentured it, thcPoer thoughthim to be a man 
of a during ſpirit,and bold vndertaking. 
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Ulirebur & as triplex circa pectus erat , qui fr agi- 
lems traci commiſit pelago ratem primus . The mar- 
eer which Moſes preficth in this Text, is the tra- 
uelland perill that men endure on earth, eſpeci- 


ally Sea-men , and Merchants that travaile for 
the mcanes of their maintenance vpon the great 
waters . Yet cuen theſe men haue theſe notable 
comforts of their life, accom panying them in 


theſe their wayes. Firſt,they ſee the workes of God 

| and his wonders inthe deepe : and ſeeing this is the 
meditation of Gods power , it breedeth in them 

the feare of the Lord , which is the beginning of 
their wiſedome: And the way ts Obedience is,to 

beginneat the feare of Gods power, and to pro- 

ceede to the loue ofhis goodneſſeand mereie: 
forwe muſt beginneat the conſideration of our 
our fiane, and thatwill bring vs to the Court of 
Gods iuſtice, and from hence wee ſhall very di- 
ligently ſccke out Cunrsr our Redecmer ap- 
pealing to the Court of Gods mercie. 

Secondly, you thatare Sea-men, hauea moſt 
notable & continuall conſideration of the good 
prouidenceof Almightie God going in and out 
with you, and proteQting you from dangers,and

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Schools of Virtues, becauſe men that liued there 
/ in continuall expeQation of their death, liued 
i Preparedly toentertaine an end of their delights, 
| and dangers: ſo mee thinkes we may as properly 
ſay that Names be (chole virtutum : ſhippes are the 
fchooles of Virtues : For therein are learned ma- 
ny notable vertues, Diuine and Morall : For ex- 
| ainple. 

| 1 Diligenceinthe Seruice of God: For in al! 
; well-gouerned ſhippes,they beginne and end the 
| day with Prayers , and hearing of the holy word 
read vnto them , they ſing Plalmes with a moſt 
vnited cheare of heartand voyce. They pray wich 
affection and zeale, cuen with afull and perfe& 
ſenſe of their wants , and hereunto they hane ma- 
| ny prouocations, For the rule of Almighty God 
is true eternally , 1will ſmitsthem , and they will 
call upon mee, Perills and hazards of body and 
goods, Will ſoone moue vs to ſecke the face of 
God, cuen as the Prophet David ſaith, rizhr 
earety. 

2 Sparing and contentment with alittle both 
in diet and apparrel for theſe -be the Schooles of 
| temperance, and therefore thoſe that do ſo farre 
forget their owne'dangers, , and prouoke Gods 
diſpleaſmeby drinking immoderartely , till they 
ſtand as vnſteady as their Veſſell, which is toſſed 
vpon the waters, ſinne preſumptuouſly againſt 
Almighty God, and ſhewthart they deſpiſe the r1- 
ches of Gods mercie : inciting them by ſo many in- 
ducements to repentance and mediocritie. 

3 Yigt- 
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3 Vigilancy is taught here, forthecharge of ſo 
much worth as the veſſel that houſeth thE,and the 
goods that fill ir, and the lines of thoſe perſons - 
that menage and rule itis ſo great, thatthey ſhare 
and divide the night, and time of reſt, amongſt 
them, to keepe continuall and carefull watch to 
preuent ſuch dangers as may encounter careleſſe 
and ſleepy negligence : O thatin our Spirituall 
Nauigation, ypen the ſeas of this troubleſome 
world, our ſoules did keepe ſo truc,and voſleepy 
watch, to auoidall temprations that either,of our 


| three dangerous enemies, the fleſh, rhe world, 


and the deuill, by the helpe of our owne corrupr 
coneupiſence ſhall at agy time ſuggeſt, to with- 
draw vs from the obedicnce which wee owe to 


| our God. 


4 Expedition and diſpatch of preſent buſi- 
nefſe is notably taught aboard your ſhippes, that 
which you do is direQted and 4-6 waogt at once, 
and without delay: the counſell of the Maiſter is 
ſeencinthehand of the company, and direQi- 
on goeth the neereſt way from the head to the 
hand: preſentperill, requires preſent aduiſe, and 
execution: Make it your ſoules caſe with al- 
mighty God, and delay not your repentance, 
for the guſts and ſtormes of wrath and iudge- 
ment, menacethis veſlcll of frailty with foun- 
dring and ouerſetting. 

5 Your ſhippes arethe ſchooles sf hardneſſe 
and patient endurance, high winds, rough ſeas, 
raging waues, cold nights, wet skinnes, parching 
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vntimely breakings of the houres of reſt; theſe be 
the familiar and ordinary gueſts, which Sea-men 
doe entertaine . And theſe they beare out with 
ſich eafie ſufferance , that they are fit for ation 
and employment abroad, & their ſeruice is made 
by this meanes profitable to the common-wealth 
in which they liue : And if you-endure thus much 
abroad, to ſecke your temporall goodes, let it 
notgrieuc you, nor any true Chriſtian', ro pur 
vp more ſorrowes for an cternall weight of glo- 
ric, graciouſly prouided for all them thar ſeruc 
the Lord in feare,and reioyce before him withre- 
Uerence. 

One thing more I remember as a great com- 
fort in the furtheſt diſtance from home, and from 
any land , confiderhow farre God hath remoued 
you from thoſe many and dangerous temprati- 
ons, which afhoare doe cntertaine your ejes and 
eares, and thoughts, with varietie offalſe delight 
and pleaſure, to divert and ſwarue your thoughts 
from grace and gooducſle; and the better to giue 
way to this happy weaning of you from vanitie,it 
ſhall reſtific well of your holiedefires that way,to 
make good choice of your companie that goe 
with you, that there be none of notorious euill 
condition : and for that, the example of king Da- 
vid in his houſe-goucrnement is verie nocable, 
make it your owne by imitation of it, and ſay; 
Mine eie ſhall be unto the faithful of the Land, that 
they may goe in my ſb1ppe , —_ walketh in aper-

and noble diet then this. For, Man ſhall not line

and well vnderſtoode how to value and efteeme

Wherein 
we are taught: firſt, Thatnone have right and in-|

az goon thing . VVhereupon Dantid readcth this 
LeCture of Thriftto the ſonnes of men. Come ye 
| children hearken unto mee, and Iwillteach you the 
 feare of the Lord . what man is hee that deſrreth life, 
and leueth many aayes that hee may ſee god? Keepe

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| thy tongue from eutll, and thy l:ppes that they ſpeake

This b/efr»g is not ſo much in fighr,as the our- 
ward things arc, yet not altogether vnſeene. For 
have wenotſeen many men greatin power,great 
in fauour, great in reuenue,and yetbare and nee- 
dy,borrowing, and much indebred, yea borrow- 
ing of thoſe, who hauc lefſe meanes to enrich 
themſclues : when ſome of poorer eſtates are ſtill 
purchaſing,and in cheerefull vegetation . Some 
like ſhips with too much ſaile over-ſet in the Sea 
of this world , whileſt ethers, thar ſpreade leſſe 
| cloth bring home rheirfraight . The bleſing of 
| God is the cauſe of this difference. This ſcemeth. 
| afooliſh doctrine tothe worldling : but giue me 
a little with this blefling, rather then Sathans

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offer of all the Kingdomes of the world, and the glo- 
rieof them , without it. Dasxid ſaith in the fourth 
Plalme and the eight verſe, 1wzll lay me downe 11 
peact,and take my reſb, for it is thou Lord onely which 
makeſft me awell in ſafetie. And hee chideth them 
that Riſe earely , and goelate tobedde, and cate the 
bread of carefulneſſe, for God gineth his beloned ſleep. 
Set your reſt vpon this, be fairhfull in your ſer- 
uice ef God, andinthe dueries of your lawfull 
callings, and thenpermitte Dev cetera: Leaue the 
reſtro God. Caſt your care upon him, for hecareth 
for you . Your leafe [hall not wither , and looke what- 
foener you doe, it ſhall prtſper, Pſal.1.3. Heare the 
word of your God by his Prophet 1eremie 22.13. 
woe to him that baildeth his houſe by unrightconſ- 
neſſe, and his chambers by wrong, that wſcth his 
neighbours ſernice without wages, and ginueth him 
net for his worke. Andparticularly hee ſaith to the 
ſonne of /o/iah; Shalt thouraigne becauſe thog clo- 
ſefs thy ſelfe in Ceder?
